Aug. 17.— An awful 
accident occurred at the couuty liue 
trestle, jTUt eaat of Milton, by which 
two pasaen{(er eoschei and a aleeper 
wm precipitated 60 feet into tlMore< l< 
b^ow, Ullifig aeven parsona outright 
' and wolmding a noaber of othara. 
The train waa thefegnlar train hound 
f(« Portsmouth. After parting throuRh 
Hflton and going over the trestle the 
anglnaer, Peyton Tunstall, who says lie 
waa running at the rate of 10 milea uu 
boor, felt the bridge giving away. He 
threw open the truttle and the engine, 
taodar and boxcar gut liufely over, but 
tta pawengercar was too late, and the 
gpivwent down nnder it* weight, the 
jeoond pasaangeroar and deeper foUow- 
Ing; 

13m OMa ware shivered into kindlin;^- 
wood and the escape of anv of the pas- 
aengers was a miracle. The water in 
-|ha creek had risen to the depth of l^^or 
ttot* feat, and it is the geueral belief 
that the rise had undermined the toun- 
dation of the iron plara, oanaing the 
trestle to Rottle. 

On the train at the time were about 
19 persons, including the trainbands, 
bnt only one of the latter— Conductor 
Morris of Portlmouth— was killed -. 
none of tha others receiving aarloaa in- 
juries. 

In tha sleeper weta Mrs. .Hitfvey 
Oiersch, two children and' nurse of 
Winton, N. C; Conductor J. L. Siier 
of Biohmond, and J. B. Townes, ool- 
ovad porter. The nurse was drowned 
and the conductor and porter wore 
ilightly injured. Mra. Giersch was on 
her way to LawrencavUle to visit 
friends. 

The depot agent at Milton heard the 
srash ana imniediatelv gav(> the iilftnn 
by tolling the bell. Tho iieople turn . d 
DUt in fall force and went to work ut 
once to reacne the dead and injurttl 
from the debris. 

Mr. J. L. Sizer, the Pullman oondnc- 
tor. in speaking of tV<i accident, says: 
"I ha<l ju.xt gotten through with my 
»>11ections and reported to Captain 
Morris, who had passed forward Ob the 
train, and was preparing to retire when 
the crash came. Fortunately I waa in 
(he forward end of my car. Mrs. 
Qiersoh's nurse was in the rea^ end of 
the car. where she was found with her 
head and chest under the water, and 
waa most probably drowned, aa there 
was no. heavy timbers or anything else 
on her body that might have oanaad her 
death." 

The little IS-year-old daughter of 
Mrs. Giersch, not realizing the danger 
through which she had passed, said to 
the rescuers: "Don't mind ma; I am 
not hurt, but please take mamma out."

These waitresses are wanted, accord- 
ing to the reiiresentation made, to work 
in the fair grounds. The inducements 
held out include transportation tt 
America and return to Australi.-i, and 
the schemers secure themselves, by hav 
ing each woman sign a contract to rt> 
pay the expenses incurred in travel out 
of her wages which, it is stated, will 
not less than $100 a month. 

Each applicant for position is re- 
quired to forward a full-length photo^ 
grapli of herself, showing her figure 
that the projectors of tliis scheme ma> 
judge whether she is physically capa- 
ble of withstanding the long journev. 

The mutter is now in the bunds ot 
the Australian authorities, who es 
pressed doubts as to the honesty of tin 
purpose of the schemers. Colonel 
btmup of tlie immigration bureau is al- 
so on the lookout for any women who 
come from Australia under oontract.

POSTAL BANKS. 
Popallat s<>if<u>r of Suuth Dikbota KyU 

Khs a New Scheme. 

WAsiiiN(iToN, Aug. 17.— Mr. Kyle, 
the Populist senator from South Dako- 
ta, has laid before tbe senate a poetnl 

savings bank scheme, which not only 
embodies the feature ef previous post 
bank savings bills, but includes some 
additional features on the lines of the 
Populists' peculiar theories. 

Under the bill the postmaster general 
is authorizml to designate certain post- 
offices, one in each county, to receive 
small deposits for remittance to sub- 
treasuries. He is to issue postal savings 
stamiis from lU cents to |1. The sav- 
ings are not to exceed H,000 for any 
one person and are to draw interest at 

2 1-2 per cent per anntun. The secre- 
tary of the treasury is to loan the pos- 
tal savings to fanners owning land val- 
ued at not more that $5,000. Tha loans 
are to be made at 4 per cent.

comiiany of men la searcmng for a 

large amount of gold supposed to have 

Ix'en buried many years ago on what is 
now the (Jr(enin;< larm, five miles 
southeast of tnis city. 

Thi? is not the first attempt that has 
l)een m.'e'.e to find this treasure. About 
two years ago several men from War- 
rensburg became interested, and made 
an extensive but unsuccessful search 
for the money. .lohnson county wa<on 
the trail of the early French settlers of 
8t. Louis, who often made ox'ursionsto 
the western part of the couutry in 
search of ;,'oM and silver. This county 
was a convenient place for the ( isa.iie 
Indians from the eo th to attack tiie 
returning parties that had been su - 
cessf ul in tbair search for tha pradous 

metals. 

A survivor,of one of these parties, 
who died manv years aL;o. told that 
.^To.o-io.ooi) in kcLi "dust was bun. d m 
thi.s tdunty. and that a hirf,'c rock ne.ir 
where it was buried had some cliarae- 
ters cut on it to indicate the location of 
the money. This rock was found, be- 
fore the war, by a man named Will- 
iams, wlio owned the farm at that time. 
At tile opening of the war. however, he 
destroyed the characters on the roi'lt. 
for tear that marauding iiauds of sol- 
diers wouM discover them and obt.iin 
the treasure. Williams himself hunte.i 
fur the treasure, but was unable fi> do 
nni li I'll a<ciiunt of his la 'k of means. 
Later lie was compelled to sell his farm, 
and li.Ms since kept his secret iu rey;ard 
to ilie elniracterson tlie ro;'k. Btit now 
the managers of the searching pariy 
are tryj|l^r toffst WiUiama' ssTvioes in 
the hunt.

lioiin.w, Aug. 17. — The religious ract 
rioting was resumed in this city yester 
day, and for several liours the streeti 
were the scenes of desperate conflicts. 
The fighting was of the moat sauguinar) 
nature, and a large number of personi 
were killed and injured. Yesteraay be- 
ing a Hindoo houday. the anthontiei 
antieijiated a renewal of the recent dis* 
turhances an<l were in a measure pro- 
pared to Bupuress the outbreak, but tht 
police and the force of troops in the 
garrison ware inadequate to cover th( 
whole city, and before quiet had been 
restored in one district fresh outbreak* 
would occur in other parts of the dty.

The old woo<len bridge that spanned 
the historic Limestone has been replact'd 
with a handsome iron bridge known as 
the Tratt Truss, erected by tlie King Bridge 
Company, of Cl&vtdand, O., the length of 
the structure is I'M) feet, it has a twenty 
foot roadway, with two five foot side- 
walks, the capacity of the bridge is 22.5 
tons. The west abutment is new, being 
built from the ground up and is a solid 
and sabstantial piece of masonry, the 
east abatment was strengthened b:^' three 
courses of stone and is a solid piece of 
work. The masonry was under the 
supervision of T. D. Hoobler, of Vanoe- 
burg, Ky., tad reflects credit on the ablN 
ity of the foong man. 

The oonskraction of the bridge was un- 
der the supervision of D. H. Sedgwick, of 
the. King Bridge Gompanv. It weighs 
lSiO.000 pounds, and complete will cost 
$7,500. Tlie iron work cost $5^76 and 
the masonry $1,911. There is some lit- 
tle work yet to be done on the approaches, 
but nractically the work is finished and 
the tiie Internal Improvement (committee 
will meet at the bridge at 4 o'clock this 
afternoon to accept it as completed from 
Mr. J. C. Morrison, of the King liridge 
Company, who made the contract with 
the citv, and has completed his contract 
to the lett<'r, all of his work giving entire 
satisfaction. 

In this connection it will not he out of 
place to say that the citizens of Maysville 
are indebted to Mr. Robert Ficklin, 
Chairman of the Internal Improvement 
Committee for tus devotion to the citiy's 
interest manifested during the erection 
of the bridge. We have l)een informed 
that there was not a i>i^ce of iron placed 
in position that Mr. Ficklin did not 
scrutinize doMly, that ho mlnht detoot 
auyflaws. 

The bridge was badly needed and wo 
have one now that Mr. Morrison says 
will last for years. It is a handsome and 
subatontial bridfle erected at • amnlul 
cost.
